Still  Births  There  were  three  still  births  which  gives  a 
rate  of  11.6  per  1,000  births.  The  average  rate  for  the 
proceeding  five  years  was  I5.O,  The  rate  for  England  and 
Wales  in  I963  was  17- 3* 

Infant  Mortality  There  were  two  deaths  of  infants  in  the 
first  year  of  life,  a rate  of  7.8  per  1,000  live  births. 

The  national  rate  for  1963,  which  is  the  lowest  on  record, 

is  20.9. 

The  two  infant  deaths  ¥/hich  did  occur  were  in  the  neo-natal 
period,  that  is,  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life  and 
prematurity  was  a factor  in  each  case.

Ten  eases  of  pulm.onary  tuberculosis  and  three  eases  of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  r/ore  reported  during  the  year. 

One  death  occurred  from  the  non-pulnonary  form  of  the  disease. 

This  ?/as  in  a man  over  65  years  of  ago. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  is  no?/  70  pulmonary 
and  6 non-rulmonary , an  increase  of  9 cases  when  cooparod  with  1962, 
The  attack  ra,to  for  this  die  i.ase  per  1000  of  the  population  in  1963 
was  0.72  and  was  considerably  higher  than  the  Rational  figure  which 
was  0.4  per  1000  of  the  population. 

It  vdll  be  seen  that  although  the  fatality  rate  is  nov/  very  low,  the 
case  incidence  has  not  decreased  during  recent  years.

In  March  19835  a girl  pupil,  ago  13  years,  attending  Cromer  Secondary 
Modern  School,  was  admitted  to  Kelling  Hospital  suffering  from 
pulmoner:,/-  tuberculosis  and,  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician, 
every  child  attending  this  school  was  given  a skin  test.  A total  of  322 
pupils  were  civanined  in  May  and  I64  wore ■ rc-tested  in  July.  46  children 
subsequently  referred  (with  parental  consent)  for  chest  x-ray , examination 
at  Cromer  & District  Hospital  and,  in  all  cases,  the  films  were  normal. 
Tho  patient  responded  to  treatment  and  was  discharged  from  hospital  in 
August,  1983.

The  number  of  children  vaccinated  during  the  year  was  considerably 
loss  than  in  1982.  This  is  doubtless  due  to  the  fact  that  there  was 
not  a smallpox  "scare"  in  1983  as  there  was  in  1982.  157  children 

or  6ofc  of  those  under  one  year  were  vaccinated.  This  figure,  although 
not  as  high  as  one  might  hope  for,  compares  favourabl'.  ¥/ith  the  number 
vaccinated  in  other  parts  of  the  country. 

POLIO: -TELITIS . Tho  oral  vaccine  continues  to  be  the  vaccine  of  choice 
with  only  tho  occasional  injection  of  SaJk  vaccine  recorded  by  general 
practitioners. 

In  May  1983,  the  Ministry  of  Health  announced  that  those  children 
who  had  tv/o  doses  only  of  Oa,lk  vaccine  (the  second  not  more  than  a year 
previously)  should  receive,  as  an  alternative  to  a third  dose  of  Salk 
vaccine,  tv./o  doses  of  oral  vaccine  to  complete  their  basic  course  of 
immuni s a t i 0 n . 

Children  between  the  ages  of  5 "to  12  yoare  and  at  school  entry  receive 
a fourth  or  ro-infor ciips  dose  of  vaccine. 

A re-inforcing  dose  is  also  available  to  all  health  service  and 
hospital  staffs  (and  their  families)  liable  to  come  into  contact 
with  policmg^elitis  cases  end  to  travellers  to  Asia,  Africa,  South 
or  Central  America  but  individual  records  of  vaccination  of  persons  in 
those  groups  arc  not  roquosted.

Following  on  the  introduction  of  the  Sabin  or  oral  vaccine  in  1262 
there  v/as  as  might  be  oziDcctcd  a docroase  in  the  total  nunbor  of 
porsons  who  rocoived  the  vaccine  in  19^3?  but  the  number  of  children 
under  the  of  two  jrcar:'.  who  v/oro  iniaunised  vaas  maintainedo  By 
the  end  of  the  year  383  or  6Qfc  of  children  under  the  age  of  two  years 
had  recoivod  the  full  primary  course. 

The  last  ease  of  polioryclitis  rt^ported  was  in  1959  ^nd  to  keep  this 
good  record  it  is  essential  that  a high  level  of  ..'opular  immunity  be 
maintained. 

The  number  of  cas-^s  in  the  countr.y  as  a w’.iolo  has  continued  to  drop. 
There  W'^ro  77  eases  in  Engla.nd  and  V/ales  in  19089  325  in  1982,  and 
1089  in  1961. 

DIPHTHERIA,  WHOOPING  COUGH  Aid)  TFQ'ANUS.  There  has  been  no  change  in 
tho  scheme  for  the  immunisation  of  children  with  a combined  vaccine. 

In  Norfolk  Avdministration  Area  No.  2,  285  children  under  the  ago  of  2 
yoarr;  were  immunised.  This  figure  raaintains  a high  rate  of  protection 
against  these  preventable  diseases.  Just  over  5^0  children  of  school 
ago  received  cither  primary  or  boostor  immunisation  again. t Diphtheria 
and  Tetanus.

Vaccination  and  Immunisationo  This  is  carried  out  by  the  A.s3istant 
County  Medical  Officer  ccnd  by  the  General  Practitioners <,  Sessions  for 
vaccination  and  immunisation  a.cainst  smallpox,  diphtheria,  vvhoopdng 
cough,  tetanus,  poliomyelitis  and  tuberculosis  arc  .arranged  at  Clinics, 
Schools  ?.nd  Goneral  Practitioners'  surgeries « 

School  Medical  Service.  This  takes  up  a consider.able  amount  of  time  as 
every  one  of  the  28  schools  in  the  area  is  visited  annually  and  on  those 
occasions  a full  examination  of  all  children  in  the  appropriate  age 
group  is  carried  outc  They  are  scorn  during  their  first  year  at  school, 
at  10  yoars  of  ago  and  before  leaving?  if  any  defects  arc  discovcrcxl 
they  a,rG  referred  for  treatment  or  investigation.  Children  in  whom  there 
is  thought  to  bo  a need  for  supervision  are  seen  every  year.  Apart  from  the 
routine  visits,  many  special  visits  to  schools  ar..  made  for  such  purposes 
as  immunisation,  mental  ascertainment,  cxa,mination  when  transport  to 
school  is  believed  necessary,  and  so  on.  The  vision  and  hearing  of  all 
rupils  is  tested  at  8 years  of  ago  as  a routine.

GoL,  Evatt  retired  on  Juno  30th  after  32  years  service  v/ith  the  Councilo 
Because  of  the  ever  increasing  duti^.s  covered  hy  the  Joint  appointment  the 
opportunity  v/as  taken,  at  this  time,  of  splitting  the  appointment.  Mr. 
WoJ.S.  Pratt,  previously  Deputy  Surveyor,  v/as  appointed  Acting  Surveyor  and 
I v;as  appointed  Puhlic  Health  Inspector  to  the  Council  ¥/ith  effect  from  July 
1st. 

The  post  of  Puhlic  Health  Inspector  is  a solo  appointment  v/ith  clerical 
assistance  being  shared  v'ith'tho  Clerk's  Department. 

2.  REFUSE  COLLECTION  AI-ID  DISPOSAL  At  their  July  meeting,  the  Health  and 
Works  Committee  asked  for  a report  on  the  possible  re-organisation  of  the 
refuse  collection  service.  At  that  time,  of  the  44  parishes  in  the  rural ^ 
district,  7 were  being  collected  weekly  and  37  monthly. 

At  their  October  meeting  the  Council  decided,  by  a majority  vote,  to 
institute  a v/eekly  collection  service  throughout  the  district  commencing 
date  to  be  the  1st  April,  1964.  Demonstrations  of  various  types  of  collec- 
tion vehicles  were  arranged  and,  arising  from  this,  orders  for  tv/o  I8/27 
cubic  yard  Gibson  Pendulum  Com.pression  bodies  on  Karrier  chassis  wore  placed 
in  December. 


Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the  old  uncontrolled  tip  at  Southrepps  was 
levelled  and  closed,  its  place  being;  taken  by  a new  tip  at  Limingham  where  a 
stretch  of  disused  railway  cutting  was  brought  into  use  as  a controlled  tip, 
with  a full  time  tipraan  in  attendance. 

At  Holt,  a fire  started  on  tho  tip  face  by  a gang  of  youths,  led  to  much 
unnecessary  time  and  expenfa  being  incurred  in  first  controlling  and  subsequen- 
tly combatting  this  involuntary  incineration  of  the  refuse.  The  affected  land 
was  discontinued  as  a tipping  area  and  a new  tipping  face  brought  into  use  on 
the  othor  side  of  the  land  in  the  *^ouncil's  tenancy. 

The  service  of  collection  was  maintained  throug:hout  the  3^ear  and  tribute  rs 
due  to  the  collectors  and  tipmen  x/ho  have  to  carry  out  the  often  strenuous 
duties  under  all  climatic  conditions.  The  collection  of  refuse  is,  unfc'’- 
tunately,  one  of  the  Council's  services  which  is  not  appreciated  until  something 
goes  wrong  and  because  the  men  are  always  in  the  public  eye,  any  deviation 
from  the  accepted  pattern  of  things  is  apt  to  provoke  comment. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  refuse  collection  service  comprit^ed  'the- 
fo.lloviing'  .sta-ffi -and  vehicless 

One  12  cubic  5^ard  side  loader  (4  man  crew)  operating  from  Holt 
One  15  cubic  yard  side  loader  (4  man  crew)  operating  from  Mundesley 
Two  tipmen. 

3.  CESSPOOL  P3\.!PTYING  oBRVIGB  At  their  October  meeting,  the  Council 
approved  the  recommendation  of  the  Health  and  Works  Committee  that  a cesspool 
emptying,  service  be  operated  throughout  the  district  as  from  the  1st  April, 

1964,  a charge  of  £1  per  load  to  bo  levied. 

An  order  for  a 1,000  gallon  "Yorkshire"  cesspool  tanker  and  apparatus, 
mounted  on  a Karrier  chassis  was  placed  in  December. 
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4.  MEAT  IIISPECTIOIT  The  Toat  Inspection  Kegulations,  19'53  came  into  force 
on  the  1st  October  and  placed  a statutory  responsibility  on  all  local 
authorities  to  inspect  meat  killed  in  their  districts  and  intended  for  human 
consumption.  After  careful  consideration,  the  Council  decided  to  levy  the 
maximum  charges  per  head  for  animals  inspected  at  the  tv.'o  slaughterhouses  in 
the  district. 

luring;  the  year  a total  of  212  cattle,  9 calves,  654  sheep  and  483  pigs 
were  inspected  at  the  tv/o  slaughterhouses  ’.'/ithin  the  Council's  rural  district, 
7/ith  a total  of  389  lbs.  of  meat  being  rejected  as  unfit  for  human  condumption. 

Between  July  1st  and  leceraber  31st , ’weekend  moat  inspection  v/as  necessary 
on  12  occasions  and  during  the  yocr  as  a whole,  I52  visits  v/ere  made  to  the 
two  slroughterhouses . 

9 . ROIEIIT  COETBOL  One  of  the  Council's  painters  is  employod  '’S  a part  time 
rodent  operator.  He  carried  out  surveys  and  treatments  as  necessary  follovaing; 
receipts  of  complaints  but  no  routine  inspections  or  surveys  are  carrieaj  out  in 
the  district. 

During  the  year,  1,563  inspections  of  '?11  kinds  vrovo  made  with  514 
proportios  being  treated.  Of  the  latter  figures,  II8  were  local  authority 
preraiseO;  340  were  domestic  premises,  37  business  premises  and  I9  agricultural 
buildings , 

A "I'lorfolk  Eat  Campaign"  v.'-as  hold  throughout  the  county  in  the  early  part 
of  the  year  with  special  emph-^sis  on  the  v/eek  commencing  3rd  February,  The 
Council  and  its  olhLicers  participated  in  the  campaign  and  it  v/as  generally 
felt  that  a certain  measure  of  success  was  achieved,  particularly  in  making 
the  general  public  av/are  of  the  rat  menace. 

6,  CAEAVANS  AFP  CAjlPIIIC-  During  the  year,  263  visits  were  made  to  caravan 
sites,  both  large  and  small  in  the  district.  Of  this  total,  I38  were  made 
by  the  Council's  part  tirae  Caravan  Sites  Inspector  to  the  maiii,  static  hcliday 
carav'''.n  sites  along;  the  coastal  strip. 

Conditions  at  all  the  main  sites  v/ere  found  to  he  .good,  any  m.inor  improve- 
ments bein."  effected  within  a matter  of  hours  of  an  inspection  being  made. 
Complaints  were,  however,  made  on  more  than  one  occasion  of  alleged  over- 
charging for  the  accommodation  offered  and  of  double  hooking.  Although  not 
a matte?^  primarily  for  the  Public  Health  Department,  visitors  v/ere  advised  not 
to  pay  more  than  a reasonable  deposit  at  the  time  of  hooViing  and  to  withold 
the  balance  until  the  accommodation  offered  had  been  inspected  and  found  to 
meapuro  up  to  the  sometimes  over  enthusiast ic  advertisin/g. 

15  visits  were  made  to  caapi  g sites  durin.g  the  summor . seasion.  The 
district  is  very  popular  with  summer  camps  organised  by  religious  and  youth 
groups.  Generally  speaking,  they  are  well  managed  and  do  not  load  to  advorso 
conditions  being  created  or  ooriV'laints  being  raado, 

7,  FOOD  IHSPECTIOIT  Followin;;  specific  requests  for  inspections,  as  well 

as  norm'll  visits  to  food  prom.i.aes,  58  lbs,  of  food  wore  voluntarily  surrendered 
and'scon.demne'S  ' as  vbeing  unf  it' :for ' human  consumption.  Six  Ice  Cram  samples 
were  purchased  for  inspection  and  with  one  exception  all  were  classified  as 
being  in  Grade  1 . 

8 FOOD  PRFfPISES  The  routine  inspections  of  food  premises  is  one  of  the 
basic  and  most  important  duties  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Unfor- 
tunately, lack  of  staff  has  precluded  this  being  carried  out  and  only  83 
general  inspections  were  made  plus  33  to  Ice  Cream  Premises,  4 to  Hotels 
and  Boai'din.g’  liovises  and  I8  to  Licenced  Premises 

The  stand.ard  of  hygieho  was  found  to  he  generally  good  although  all  too 
often  the  larger  and  supposedly  better  managed  Gstablishm.cnts  fell  down 
badly  on  basic  practices  and  standards.  The  prohlcm  of  getting  good  food 
hygiene  across  to  the  many  short  term,  and  often  forei.yn,  kitchen  staff 
appears  to  present  a challong’e  that  v/ill  need  much  more  time  than  can  at 
present  he  allocated  to  this  work. 
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9»  COMPLAIKTS  Of  the  65  complaints  received  diirinr;  the  year,  34  were 
found  to  he  justified  and  in  cacli  case  the  necessary  action  v/as  taken  to 
obtain  an  ahateraent  of  the  unsatisfactory  conditions  found « 

The?:e  appears  to  a j';;ro’7ing  awareness  on  tho  part  of  the  general  public 
that  much  of  the  noise  around  us  is  unnecessary  and  several  complaints  on 
tho  subject  were  r.eceivGcl  dot  ring  the  yeaiu 

10.  HOUSII'TO  V/ith  the  main  part  of  the  Council's  slum  clearance  programme 

completed,  attention  can  now  be  paid  to  the  problem  of  the  individual  unfit 
property. 

A total  of  I4S  general  housing  inspections  were  made,  8l  of  these 
follo'dng'  complaints  by  tenants  of  bad  housing  conditions.  25  detailed 
inspections  'were  made  undor  tha  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957  Q-cd  in 
7 cases,  undertaking  frer'  the  owners  concerned  wore  ac^'c-pted. 

11.  i/ATEL:  SIIPFLY  'abater  drw;Wn  from  the  Council's  mains  is  sampled  hy 

the  W'-'-ter  Department.  Of  the  13  samples  taken  from  private  supplies  in  the 
district  during  the  yo' r,  5 '■•-re  considered  to  he  unfit  for  human  consump- 
tion ir  the  raw  st'te.  I'  w.ach.  case  the  -appropriate  -advice  v/as  given  to  the 
ov/nors  and  occupiers  conc-arnod  and  general  advice  wns  given  regarding  the 
improvem.ent  of  wells. 

lj_._  _ AiTIMAL  SOAEDIi'G  JCS|j?ApKISIfIO’frS  The  Animal  Boarding  Establishments  Act, 
19''o3  required  that  .all  estahlishnicnts  whore  th-e  ho-'-’rding  of  C':ts  and  dogs 
formed  the  main  part  of  the  husiness  should  he  licenced.  Licences  v/ith 
conditions  are  issuable  subject  to  a lo/-  application  foe. 

Only  one  establishment  is  licenced  in  the-  district.  At  other  premises 
it  is  claimed  that  the  hcarding  of  cats  and  dogs  is  the  minor  pa.rt  of  tho 
husiness  of  operating  kennels  and  although  the  licencing  of  these  premises 
is  desirahlo  on  humaiB grounds,  iio  action  can  he  taken  to  sc-curo  this. 

Thero  appears  to  ho  a case  for  tiv-'htening  up  the  loopholes  of  this  legislation. 

A total  of  11  inspoctions  was  made  under  t.he  provisions  of  the  Act. 

13»  CO-'S'-'CL'  LODGING  HOUSES  There  arc  no  common  lodging  ho\;s3s  in  the 

rural  district.
